The Callenders at Turaverein Mall 
Last Night. 

An analysis of a minstrel performance 
is ndét only not de rigueur, but is a use- 
less undertaking; hetice the salient ex- 
cellencies or demerits of last evening's 
performance will only be noticed. The 
jokes were, some old, some ‘ revar- 
nished,’’ some new and quite good. Of 
‘the singers, none were worthy of espe- 
cial mention except L. L. Brown, who 
sang ‘‘ Wait Till the Clouds Roll By.”’ 
This is a sweet ballad written for a basso 


deep baritone. Brown’s voice is really 
a most excellent one. Of course, no 
one expects, in a troupe of the kind, to 
hear «a cultivated tenor, or _ bar- 
itone, or basso, and = yet this 
baritone’s voice is a delightful  sur- 
prise.

In the lower and 
middle register his notes are excellent. 
They are those of a high basso or a very 
deep baritone, and so cle*r in tone end 
in dimbre as many alleged — bari- 
tones’. The voices of the balance are 
below mediocrity unless Weston, the 
falsetto, be ranked as fair. Armstrong 
did some remarkable work with his 
mouth, holding extended by his teeth a 
heavy wooden chair and then a heavier 
table. The life of the evening was 
Thos. MeIntosh, first bones, who is 
most excellent.. He combines the agil- 
ity and acuteness of Billy Emerson 
with much of the humor of Cal Wag- 
ner.. His study seems rather good and 
added to the giit of a voice which seems 
to come from below the stage makes 
him irresistible.

Intosh would be as the ghost in ‘‘Ham- 
let.’
